Offer Divine Blessing

As usual, the people offering 
the prayers at the launching of 
President Nixon’s second term 
Saturday include a Protestant, 
a Roman Catholic, a Jew and 
an Eastern Orthodox church­ 
man. 
It is standard procedure to 
enlist this variegated spiritual 
spectrum to ask Divine bless­ 
ings on the occasion, a part of 
the oft-cited “ civil religion” 
that marks the American heri­ 
tage. 
Also reflecting that tradition, 
the president takes his oath of 
office on a Bible. 
The religious element forms 
a steady thread throughout the 
inaugural ceremonies and. in a 
sense, sets the framework in 
which the rest of the ritual is 
carried out, expressing an urge 
for Divine sanction of it. 
Through 
such 
subtle, 
un­ 
codified symbols, the United 
States vests its president with 
its modified version of the an­ 
cient 
“ Divine 
authority 
of 
kings,” despite the nation’s 
constitutional 
separation 
of 
state from church. 
However, it is no established 
institution, no single church nor 
even a uniform faith that in­ 
vokes God’s guidance for the 
chief authority of the people 
but rather a mixed religious 
corps typifying the country’s 
makeup. 
It 
reflects that 
intangible 
“ culture religion” that has fig­ 


ured indirectly but fundamen­ 
tally in the nation’s history 
from the beginning. 
In the Declaration of Inde­ 
pendence. the rights asserted 
are based on the concept that 
they are “ endowed by the Crea­ 
tor." that there was Divine 
cause for the founding of the 
nation. 
The 
underlying 
religious 
premise is registered in the 
land’s 
coins 
and 
currency, 
which bear the words, “ In God 
we trust,” in the Bible verses 
carved on public buildings, in 
the phrase “ under God” in the 
Pledge of Allegiance. 
It also runs like a refrain 
through the presidential 
in­ 
augural ceremonies, in which 
the invocation this time is of­ 
fered by a black clergyman, 
the Rev. E. V. Hill, pastor of 
Mount Zion Baptist Missionary 
Church in Ix>s Angeles. 
Others offering prayers are 
Rabbi Sea more Siegel of New 
York ’s Jewish Theological Sem­ 
inary of America; Archbishop 
Iakovos, head of Greek Or­ 
thodoxy 
in 
America, 
and 
Terence Cardinal Cooke, Catho­ 
lic archbishop of New York, 
who gives the closing ben­ 
ediction. 
Some church scholars have 
been critical of the country’s 
“ civil religion,” saying it often 
becomes a kind of idolatry, 
equating God with the “ Ameri­ 
can way of life’’ and a cult of 
the flag. 
“ It is a watered-down ar­ 


ticle.’’ 
says 
United 
Church 
theologian 
Stephen 
Rose of 
Stockbridge, Mass. “ It is the 
sort of faith which purports to 
be Christian but really would 
choose 
Americanism 
and 
middle-class self-interest.” 
The Rev. Dr. Eric Lincoln of 
Union 
Theological 
Seminary 
says it has become a “ third 
force” alongside Christianity 
and Judaism. "It is the semi­ 
secular. unofficial character­ 
istic religion that most Ameri­ 
cans feel when they feel any­ 
thing at all,” he says.

The American Newspaper Pub­ 
lishers Association has appealed to 
Congress to provide an absolute 
shield to newspaper writers from 
being subpoenaed to testify before 
state and federal tribunals about 
their news sources or about unpub­ 
lished information. A bill to accom­ 
plish this purpose has been intro­ 
duced by Sen. Alan Cranston, Demo­ 
crat of California, a former Europe­ 
an correspondent for International 
News Service. 
Events have demonstrated that 
absolute confidentiality is impera­ 
tive in the relationship of reporters 
and editors to news sources. Recent­ 
ly there has been a flood of subpoe­ 
nas and some reporters and bureau 
chiefs have been jailed for contempt 
of court because they refused to di­ 
vulge news sources or to release 
tape recordings of interviews. 
Among these cases was that of 
Peter Bridge, New Jersey reporter, 
who was jailed for 21 days; William 
Farr of Los Angeles, confined to a 
window less cell when he refused to 
name mformants in a story about 
the Manson “ fam ily” murder trial, 
and the chief of the I/>s Angeles 
Times Washington bureau, who was 
held responsible for a refusal to re­ 
lease tapes of an interview on the 
Westgate bugging case. 
The 
American publishers are 
aware that such assaults as these on 
the freedom of the press have con­ 
tributed to a climate in which news 
sources might readily dry up. Confi­ 
dences will not be given if inform­ 
ants fear that they may be turned in, 
whén newsmen are threatened with 
imprisonment, by those in whom 
they placed trust. 
In these circumstances, the pri­ 
mary sufferer would be not the 
newsman, but the public, whose ac­ 
cess to information would be in­ 
fringed. It would be next to impossi­ 
ble jo expose wrongdoing in matters 
of public concern and to acquaint the 
public with its existence. 


William Jones, who won a Pulitz­ 
er Prize for investigative reporting 
as a member of the Tribune staff, 
has said, “ I cannot stress strongly 
enough the importance of confiden­ 
tial sources to investigative report­ 
ers. Without them we would be ham­ 
strung to the point where many in­ 
vestigations would never get off the 
ground. 


It has been my experience that 
most confidential sources are people 
who see something wrong or corrupt 
in the public or private agency 
where they work and merely want 
the problem corrected. They arrive 
at the door of the investigative re­ 
porter only after exhausting every 
effort within their own agency to 
bring about changes. Anorymity is 
essential. It is frequently the first 
question asked by a potential confi­ 
dential source.” 


Liberals in Congress, of whom 
Mr. Cranston is one, may have been 
moved to take an interest in this is­ 
sue because they are unfriendly to 
the Nixon administration and see it 
as following a repressive line 
against the communications rru*dia. 
But conservative papers have been 
the targets of other administrations, 
and the cause is one in which conser­ 
vatives and liberals may unite. 
As Mr, Cranston has observed, 
“ The First Amendment which guar­ 
antees freedom of the press is not a 
piece of special interest legislation 
for the news and publishing indus­ 
tries. It is a governmental guarantee 
to a free people without which they 
could not remain free for long. For a 
society to be truly free, it must have 
a press that is truly free. 
“ One of the most fundamental 
services that a free press renders to 
a free people is to watchdog the var­ 
ious levels of government, the offi­ 
cialdom, and the bureaucracy which 
handles the people’s money and 
wields awesome powers over peo­ 
ple’s lives and freedoms.” 
Congress should act on this legis­ 
lation with dispatch.

The federal budget was never of­ 
fered as a cause or reason for seek­ 
ing increases before the now-abol­ 
ished Price Commission, says Pep­ 
per. Every instance reflects higher 
costs of production, which are main­ 
ly unavoidable. Agricultural pro­ 
ducts tend to reflect the supply situ­ 
ation, as well as rising expenses in 
production and distribution. 
Other economists, of course, will 
argue that all these rising expenses 
are ultimately attributable to feder­ 
al fiscal policy. 
But Pepper does seem to have a 
point when he adds that it is curious 
that the administration seems to 
show little concern over the tens of 
billions spent on warfare and de­ 
fense. 
In this connection, tin* word “ in­ 
flation” is never merit ioned.

ST. MORITZ, Switzerland— Ski­ 
ing, say Swiss insurance companies, 
is now the fastest growing sport in 
America and the world. They esti­ 
mate that, worldwide, 20 million 
people ski and that the marvelous 
sport will be a SlO-billion enterprise 
in 1973. 
These insurance calculators are 
finding accidents so relatively few 
that they are now offering injury 
coverage at only $8.25 per-thousand- 
dollar liability. And because to in­ 
creasing thousands the sport means 
the Alps, transatlantic airlines are 
boosting the ski incentive through 
new low fares and some are offering 
to carry your skis to Europe free. 
Switzerland is really four coun­ 
tries: one in winter, another in sum­ 
mer, one when it rains or is cloudy, 
another when the sun is shining. The 
sunlight is shockingly bright, the Al­ 
pine sky deep blue and the white 
snow peaks gleam as if sprinkled 
with dazzling diamonds. 
This colorful village, tucked 
away in the Albuia Alps on the bor­ 
der of Italy, is the world’s most fa­ 
mous winter sports center. The re­ 
gion belonged to the Roman Empire 


from the days of Julius Caesar and 
thousands of Swiss hereabouts speak 
Romansch, a corruption of the an­ 
cient Roman language. 
Much of the charm is derived 
from simple things; from the moun­ 
tain dwellers’ 
greetings 
on 
the 
passes, always given and taken; 
from the tame creatures with their 
large eyes who raise their heads in 
the snow-crusted foliage; from the 
ceaseless changes in the vistas. The 
whole place makes you feel that 
heaven can wait. But you must see 
the Alps from on high with your own 
eyes, just as you must hear a concert 
with your own ears. 
It is not in the day or at night, 
however, that these towering Alps 
are most sublime. It is during the 
few minutes of change from dawn to 
sunrise that the eternal mountains 
rise from their snowy beds and 
Mother Earth holds a jubilee. 
There are ski runs at all heights 
and for all levels of competency, be­ 
ginner to expert, but the very high 
runs can be more dangerous than 
many American visitors may real­ 
ize. You can be trapped by the quick

Vietnam even after a pact is signed 
il Hanoi flagrantly violates its provi­ 
sions. 
I he belief in top administration 
circles is that it we are unable to 
convey this determination, 
there 
will be no workable treaty. Thus the 
heavy bombing of late. 
For that reason too, it is now be­ 
ing debated in the administration 
whether to continue to bomb Hanoi 
and the northern reaches of North 
Vietnam even after tin* North Viet 


nam ese return seriously to negotia­ 
tions, assuming that tliev do come 
back. 
In retrospect, some key adminis 
(ration advisers think it was a mis 
take to have embargoed bombing 
tin* far north in response to Hanoi's 
more agreeable attitude last Octo­ 
ber. This partial bombing halt, they 
reason, probably convinced Hanoi 
thiit Mr. Nixon was so urgently in 
need ol a treaty that he did not have 
the will to be tough. 
The analy sis here is that Hanoi is 
hurting badly and must have some 
sort of settlement, but that agree­ 
ment has been impossible because 
the North Vietnamese have become 
convinced Mr Nixon has to have a 
treaty. If they waited, he would 
sooner or later come around to their 
demands 
ftk>r this reason, perhaps, in the 


secret talks the North Vietnamese 
have been at times arrogant and in­ 
sulting beyond all reason, at times 
patronizing, excessively flattering 
or slick, as though playing a con 
game with not overly bright chil­ 
dren. 


Time and again in Paris, they 
would suggest this or that treaty 
provision to Kissinger (or agree with 
some Kissinger proposal), simulta­ 
neously instructing their troops and 
political cadres in the south to diso­ 
bey the provisions they had just 
agreed to. 


When confronted with this duplic­ 
ity. it is understood the North Viet­ 
namese negotiators in Paris laughed 
in great good humor, thinking it all 
very funny. 
The analysts do not expect the 
bombing itself will cause sufficient 
damage in the North to bring Ho Chi 
Minh's successors to their knees. 
The top North Vietnamese who 
make the decisions are tough Com­ 
munists who have been through far 
worse over t he past three decades. 
But, it is believed here, the North 
Vietnamese are hurting badly in 
South Vietnam itself. Local military 
commanders who have lost confi­ 
dence in the top leadership because 
their units have, on Hanoi’s orders, 
attacked at the wrong time or place 
and been decimated, a severely 
mauled underground political appa­ 
ratus is difficult for the Viet Cong to 
mend This army is dreadfully short 
of experienced junior officers and 
noncommissioned officers.

The avalanche danger increases 
dramatically during a long sunny 
spell or after the snow’s water con­ 
tent exceeds 10 per cent. This is 
common if the air temperature rises 
toward freezing and the Alpine wind 
turns gusty and pushes at more than 
15-20 miles an hour. 
Some avalanches move slowly 
(“ The snow creeps,” St. Moritz 
peasants say.) Others strike at in­ 
credible speeds and in a mist like the 
Pacific’s unusual 
chilled 
drizzle 
along the South American coast. 
A wet-snow avalanche is moving 
fast at 17 miles an hour; one cubic 
meter may weigh 1,800 pounds. Dry 
snow avalanches have been clocked 
at 200 miles an hour; the same quan­ 
tity of lightest snow weighs about 20 
pounds. And because the snow-air 
mixture is heavier than the sur­ 
rounding air, the snow-cloud pushes 
columns of air ahead of it, smashing 
you before the avalanche strikes and 
sucking you back into it. 
The Swiss lead the world in the 
study of the avalanche threat and 
watch for it continually on penetro­ 
meters, precipitation devices and 


snow-intensity gauges located at the 
Simplon Pass, Andermatt and here 
at St. Moritz. 
A stubborn storm can linger in 
the path of the strange, warm Alpine 
wind called the foehn. It is not unlike 
the mistral in Southern France, the 
terral in Southern Spain, the bora on 
Yugoslavia’s Adriatic. And the way 
it hits some people is not a supersti­ 
tion. Swiss government statistics 
prove that during the foehn more 
people die of natural causes, more 
marriages end in hot anger, more 
crimes of violence are committed. 
Then comes the reward. The 
foehn usually is followed by amaz­ 
ingly fine weather. 
Alpine experts are agonized by 
the number of Americans—weekend 
skiers on our quite different slopes— 
who go from the top heights where 
only Alp-tested skiers in good train­ 
ing should go. They view with dis­ 
gust the sight of show-offs. 
They respect, instead, the wise 
American visitors who enjoy the 
glorious sport without bravado. 
Their respect goes to those who 
know their own limitations and have 
the brains to play it safe.

The selection of N'ew York union 
boss Peter J. Brennan as Secretary 
of Labor raises serious questions 
about the future course this admin­ 
istration is charting in the field of 
national labor policy. 
In Washington, and across the 
country, the nomination has not 
been greeted with favor by those 
persons concerned with the growth 
of union monopoly power. Brennan, 
militant professional, is committed 
both philosophically and practically 
to the task of further extending the 
already excessive power of union of­ 
ficials at the expense of the average 
wage-earner. 
The National Right to Work Com­ 
mittee, which is a coalition of em­ 
ployes and employers concerned 
solely with protecting the right of 
every citizen to decide for itself 
whether or not to join a labor organi­ 
zation, has kicked-off a nationwide 
grassroots campaign to block the 
nomination. 
Realistically, 
the 
chances are probably slim at best, 
but al least the rank-and-file protest 
will serve full notice to the Adminis­ 
tration that it will face vigorous op­ 
position if it tries to sell out the 
rights of American workers in the 
93rd Congress. 
In our letter to the President, 
asking him to withdraw the nomina­ 
tion, we pointed out that the vast 
majority of Americans, 68 per cent 
according to a recent public opinion 
attitude study by the respected 
Opinion Research Corporation of 
Princeton, N.J. (including 62 per 
cent of all union members), believe 
there is too much power concentrat­ 
ed in the hands of the officials of the 
big unions in this country. Obvious­ 
ly, this is the way they and Brennan 
want it. 
It was not surprising then that top 
officials of the AFL-CIO greeted the 
Brennan nomination with the notion 
that “ things are now as they should 
be” —a 
Commerce 
Secretary 
to 
serve the interests of big business, 
an Agriculture Secretary to serve 
farmers, and union boss to serve or­ 
ganized labor. 
Of course they miss the point that 
it is not the job of any of these men to 
serve special interests, but to serve 
the American people by formulating 
and carrying out sound national pol­ 
icies to help all Americans. 


The already excessive power of 
union officials obviously would be 
further enhanced by placing Bren­ 
nan in a position where he is direct­ 
ing national labor policy only in the 
interest of organized labor. Because 
the fact remains that a full 80 per 
cent of the American labor force has 
chosen for one reason or another not 
to affiliate with unions. 


Peter Brennan is one of the coun­ 
try’s most notorious promoters of 
compulsory unionism, and his nomi­ 
nation raises strongly based fears 
among many working people that he 
will lead the Administration in a 
reckless course that would lead to 
legislation forcing government 
workers—Federal, state, county and 
local—farm workers, and others to 
pay dues to union officials as a con­ 
dition of employment. No dues—no 
job! 


Brennan, if elevated to the cabi­ 
net , also could be expected to agitate 
for the invalidation of existing state 
prohibitions on compulsory union­ 
ism. As we asked the President in 
our letter, “ Does the Brennan nomi­ 
nation mean that you have changed 
your position on Section 14(b)?” , the 
portion of the Taft-Hartley 
Act 
which enables states to pass Right to 
Work laws. 
We feel that if given the oppor­ 
tunity, Brennan unquestionably will 
exploit his Cabinet post to extend the 
privileges and monopoly power he 
and his fellow union professionals 
now enjoy. 
The American people are trou­ 
bled by the vast powers exercised by 
union officials under our present 
Federal laws. They want these pow­ 
ers curbed; they generally don’t 
trust union officials; they demand 
their individual freedom to decide 
for themselves whether or not to af­ 
filiate with any organization— 
whether it’s a church, a union, a civ­ 
ic organization, what have you. 
Peter Brennan doesn’t respect 
this right. 
The duty of the President and the 
Senate couldn’t be more clear. A 
representative form of government 
still demands that office-holders be 
responsive to the wishes of the ma­ 
jority of citizens, not special interest 
minorities.

Being conducted by area law enforcement 
ag encies in cooperation with the Independent 
Insurance Ag ents of Lee County , the prog ram 
consists of m arking valuables in the home or 
office with an identifiable number. 
E le c tric m arking pens a re a va ila ble 
throug h y our Independent Insurance Ag ency 
on a loan basis, at no charg e, to m ark valua­ 
ble items. 
“The effort acts as a deterrent,” accord­ 
ing to Police Chief E arl Kelchner, ‘‘because 
stolen item s bearing etched identification 
num bers are more difficult to sell and easier 
to recover. The thief will think twice before 
taking an article clearly m arked,” Kelchner 
said. 
A driver’s license or social security num ­ 
ber may be utilized in m arking the items, 
Kelchner siad. “Once the marking is com ­ 
pleted, window stickers will be g iven to alert 
a would-be thief that all valuables in y our 
ho use are m arked. ” 


Sev eral pens will also be av ailable in the 
Dix o n Po lice Department and Lee Co unty 
Sheriff’s o ffice. 
Law Enfo rcement as well as insurance 
ag encies are eag er to g et the pro g ram under­ 
way and urg e all residents to take part. 


Other facets o f the pro g ram include pho to ­ 
g raphing v aluables y o u cho o se no t to en­ 
g rav e, such as antiques o r co in co llectio ns 
and co mpiling a list o f all items making a ref­ 
erence so urce in case o f a burg lary . 
Bumper stickers will also be pro v ided, 
alerting the thief that items such as a tape 
play er o r o ther v aluables kept in a car are 
marked.

The demon stration s, howev er, 
realized the worst fears of 
man y residen ts who saw the 
school as a spawn in g g rou n d 
for disorder that wou ld soon 
en g u lf the city if n ot checked. 
With an en d to NIU’s en roll­ 
men t ex plosion , some of the 
ten sion has eased, an d althou g h 
n o on e ex pects an en d to the 
mu tu al distru st of stu den ts an d 
residen ts for each other, the 
open an tag on ism of sprin g 1970 
has disappeared. 
Capital improv emen ts on the 
NIU campu s hav e been lev elin g 
ou t alon g with the en rollmen t. 
Bu t admin istrators are still 
dealin g with problems left ov er 
from the boom y ears, when 
plan n in g fell by the way side as 
bu ildin g s spru n g u p wherev er 
there was space. 
The Sv en F. Parson Library , 
bu ilt in 1952 an d added on to in 
1963 an d 19 65, was bu ilt on on e 
of the main campu s footpaths.

Richard J. Nelson , an ex ecu ­

Georg e Stratton , a real estate 
broker an d presiden t-elect of 
the De Kalb Chamber of Com­ 
merce, admits that he an d oth­ 
ers wou ld hav e ov erbu ilt with­ 
ou t Nelson ’s warn in g . Bu t he 
say s the 3 to 4 per cen t v a­ 
can cies are n ormal, an d a sig n 
that De Kalb is in deed stabiliz­ 
in g . 
There is n o solu tion in sig ht, 
howev er, to the parkin g prob­ 
lem. With more an d more stu ­ 
den ts own in g cars, an d with De 
Kalb streets still in what May or 
Jesse Chamberlain calls “horse 
an d bu g g y ” con dition , on -the- 
street parkin g is at a premiu m.

Dr. Lamb — I read your 
column every day and find the 
questions and answers most 
helpful. Please answer this 
question for me. What causes 
boils, and how do you keep 
someone from getting them? I 
have three children, ages 9, 14, 
and 16 and recently they 
seemed to get rid of one boil and 
another one took its place, 
especially in the cider two. 
They are otherwise in excellent 
health, but this is a most an­ 
noying problem, and I am sure 
they hurt. 
Dear Reader — A boil, or ab­ 
scess, often starts with a break 
in the skin or around the base of 
a hair follicle. It is an infection 
with the same bacteria that are 
normally present over the 
surface of the skin, but usually 
are 
unable 
to break 
the 
superficial skin barrier and set 
up the infection. The germs 
cause 
the 
localized 
in­ 
flammation, and the body 
defenses rush to wall off the 
area of infection. During this 
stage of the abscess, it is red 
and there is no localized area of 
infection. The red induration is 
the body’s reaction to the in­ 
vasion by germs. 
As soon as the defense 
mechanism is effective, it will 
literally wall off the pocket of 
infection, and then as the in­ 
fected 
tissue 
undergoes 
necrosis, pus is formed. It 
forms the yellow center, or 
head, of the abscess. If the 
overlying skin is not too thick, 
the soft center of the abscess 
will rupture and drainage 
begins. In other instances, with 
larger abscess, it is necessary 
to have the abscess lanced and 
drained by a physician. If the 
infected material is able to 
start draining, then nature’s 
healing mechansim gradually 
takes over and fills in the center 
area where the tissue damage 
has occurred. The process, 
however, may take several 
days, even after adequate 
drainage has been established. 
It is hard to say why some 
individuals are more suscep- 


tible to these problems than 
others. A variety of illnesses 
can predispose to the problem, 
and a common underlying 
problem is diabetes. Anyone 
who has frequent, unexplained 
abscesses 
should 
have 
a 
medical examination, even 
though the individual may 
appear to be in good health. 
Since it is in an infectious 
process, one should be careful 
with the use of towels and 
linens. These should not be 


interchanged with those of 
uninfected people, and they 
should be changed regularly 
rather than used again by a 
person who has an abscess. 
Many small local abscesses 
can be treated at home with 
warm salt water packs applied 
as hot as they can be tolerated 
for about ten minutes at a time 
at hourly intervals during the 
waking hours. Those located 
around the face, particularly 
the nose and upper lip, should 


be seen by 
a 
physician. 
Squeezing or home treatment of 
some 
of 
these 
can 
be 
dangerous, since the infection 
can rapidly spread from these 
areas by way of the circulation 
to the brain and cause serious 
results. 
Of course, antibiotics can be 
used in treatment of larger and 
more serious abscesses, 
or 
those of a serious nature around 
the nose and upper lip.
